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KAISER STARTS FOR HOME 


GERMANY’S EMPEROR ENDS HIS VIS- 


IT TO ENGLAND'S QUEEN. 


London Truth Declares the Object of 
the Journey Is Accomplished, for 
Victoria Has Agreed to Visit Pots 
dam Early in the Coming Year—De- 
parture Made Amid Scenes of, En- 
thusiasm—Royal Yacht Wil Sail tor 

Flashing Early This Morning.  . 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK JOURNAL AND 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Nov. 28.—The German Emperor 
and Empress, attended by the Duke of York 
and a distinguished suite, arrived at Port 
Victoria, opposite Sheerness, at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, direct from Sandringham. 

As the suite passed through the gayly dec- 
orated pier to the beautiful yacht Count von 
Bülow was handed a request for a farewell 
message to America that would further 
cement the ties binding the three great na- 


tions. The German Premier received the re- 


quest with keenest pleasure and said: 

“I am now going on board the Hohenzol- 
lern with the Kaiser. I will do what I can 
for you. Baron von Eckhardstein will give 
you our reply.“ 

The Kaiser was clad in a simple morning 
costume. He was in the highest of spirits. 

‘Talking with the Empress he passed along 
the gangway with Von Biilow to the yacht. 
The scene about them was inspiring, the 
broad roadstead was dotted with gayly be- 
flagged cruisers. The royal standard at 
once broke out from the masthead and the 
bands of the Hohenzollern warships played 
the German anthem. 

Luncheon was served in the upper cabin 
of the yacht, and coffee and cigarets after- 
ward on deck, where Von Billow took occa- 
sion to call the Kaiser’s attention to my re- 
quest. The Emperor read it and smiled. A 
few moments later ein stepped 
ashore and gave your correspondent the re- 
ply. Then the Hohenzollern slipped out to a 
buoy in midstream. It remained for the 
night with the escorting squadron.

ROME, Nov. 28.—In consequence of the 
numerous failures of the so-called Italian 
Bandes in America involving enormous 
losses to the Italian immigrants, the Foreign 
Minister, Sig. Venosta, has introduced a bill 
authorizing the Bank of Naples to use 2,000,< - 
000 lire of state funds and to assume the 
service of transmission to Italy of money 
and establishing 
branches in the principal citie®. 


Queen Victoria's visit to Italy will be off 
cially participated in by the government. 


Admiral Bettolo, the Navy Minister, has 
directed the remodeling of the two battle- 
ships Italia and Lepanto, which will involve 
the reducing of the weight and increasing 
the speed of the vessels, which are now of 
13,000 tons displacement and nineteen knots 
speed. 

The Minister of the Treasury, Sig. Baccelli, 
will provide the funds to complete the five 
cruisers now under construction, and also 
to build two new cruisers within a period of 
four years. 


The richness of the gold mines lately dis- 
‘covered in Erythrea is such that the gov- 
ernment is likely to impose about a 5 per cent 
royalty on the mining properties in the 
Italian possessions in Africa. 


The Sacred Congregation of Rites has pro- 
posed the beatification and canonization of 
Antonio Maria Claret, Archbishop of Santi- 
ago de Cuba. 


ROME, Nov. 29.—Dr. Baccelli, Minister of 
the Treasury, presented the financial state- 
ment in the Chamber of Deputies today. 
He said the budgets of 1808-'99 closed with a 
surplus of over 15,000,000 lire, owing almost 
entirely to the revenue exceeding the esti- 
mates by 42,000,000 lire. : 

The expendtiure exceeded the estimates 
| The increase of revenue, 
he added, was a sure indication of the notable 
revival in the economic condition of the coun- 
try. The anticipated budget for 1800-2900 
would show a deficit of 11,500,000 lire, al- 
though possibly this would be covered. if the 
increased receipts continued. 

The inadequacy of the credits 
for the construction of warships would be 
met, the Minister explained, by an annual 
treasury advance of 10,000,000 lire for four 
years, without appeal for a credit or issue 
of bonds. The amount would be repaid in 
installments by organic retrenchments. 
The Marine Ministry anticipated a deficit 
of 14,000,000 lire in the budget of 1900-1901. 


In order to prevent serious financial 
trouble, it was thought necessary to modify 
the fiscal arrangements affecting sugar, and 
also to introduce legislation affecting the 
mercantile marine and pension system. 

Regarding sugar, continued Dr. Baccelli, 
as the large protection afforded it was man- 
ifestly dangerous to the treasury, he pro- 
posed to rectify the manner of fixing the tax 
on manufacture, leaving the tariff un- 
changed. 

Regarding the mercantile marine, the Min- 
ister said the expenditure upon compensa- 
tion for shipbuilding and navigation pre- 
miums would not be allowed to exceed 10, 
000,000 lire annually. * 

Proposals, also. would be submitted for 
restraining the growing burden of pensions. 
The Minister then proceeded to explain the 
proposed new methods for internal taxation, 
mitigating the harshness and removing 
equalities.

America, have made quite large purchases, Ww 
the goods to be delivered from New York 
direct to those countries.

In a few weeks he was 
back again, this time coming as the agent of 
A sewing machine company: He bought a 
team. of horses and a light carriage and be- 
gun te make daily trips; through Mont- 
gomery County. lenn continued to make 
Litehfield his headquarters.

On Saturday the Sheriff took his prisoner 
to Chester penitentiary, where the discovery 
of sex was made. The following day the 
unmasked Glenn was returned to Hillsboro, 
where she immediately gave out the story 
that she was not the Ellis Glenn who forged 
the note, but his twin sister. 

Glenn explains that the farewell to the 
Dukeses was part of the deception.

In the 
opinion of financial experts in and out of 
Congress this provision is absolutely neces- 
sary to permit of the establishment of the 
gold standard by law without embarrass- 
ment to the Treasury, while at the same 
time it will supply the demand for small 
notes which is now the predominant feature 
of the situation. 

Sept. 80 the outstanding silver certificates 
amounted to $405,107 ,504, all represented by 
coin held in trust by the Treasury. Of this 
enormous eum $231,182,951 was in denomina- 
tions of $10 or over, and under the existing 
law these certificates could not be transmit- 
ted into lower denominations, so that it has 
been impossible to supply the demand for 
small notes. Therefore under the new law 
more than half the silver certificates in cir- 
culation would sooner or later be changed 
into lower denominations, and by convert- 
ing $200,000,000 into low notes the demands 
of the country for a medium of exchange in 
retail transactions would be fully met, while 
the tendency would be to keep the silver cer- 
tificates out of the hands of the banks, and 
in the hands of the people, where their re- 
demption in gold might be postponed in- 
definitely. Otherwise with the absolute gold 
standard enacted into law it might be neces- 
sary to double the gold reserve. 


It is believed Representative Babcock of 
Wisconsin will go back to his old place at the 
head of the District of Columbia committee, 
leaving the vacancy on the Rules commit- 
tee for General Grosvenor as the direct rep- 
resentative of the administration.

Some Disagreement. 

Senator Harris of Kansas—The Republic- 
ans are in the majority and will probably 
enact currency legislation. I do not antici- 
pate however, they will be able to pass a

As I understand it, the House 
and Senate committees differ materially in 
the bills which they propose. There ie a 
great difference of sentiment on this subject 
between the Hastern and Western Repub- 
licans.

Admitted During the Consideration of 
Contempt Charges Against Mrs. 
Woedbuty That the “ Mother of the 
Church „ Cannot Be Connected with 
Newepaper Articles on Which 
Counter Charge of Contempt Is 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 28.—({Special.]—The 
far-famed libel suit of Josephine Curtis 
Woodbury against Mrs, Mary Baker Eddy, 
the leader of the Christian Scientists, and 
pastor emeritus of the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, of Boston, was called to- 
day in continuance in the equity session of 
the Superior Court, Judge Braley presiding. 

The hearing was on the contempt proceed- 
ings brought by Samuel J. Bider in behalf 
of Mrs, Eddy against Mrs. Woodbury, the 
alleged contempt consisting in the publica- 
tion of certain interviews and there was 
heard at the same time the counter pro- 
‘ceedings in behalf of Mrs. Woodbury, al- 
leging contempt on the part of Mrs. Eddy 
in the publication of misleading articles. 

Frederick W. Peabody; counsel for Mrs. 
Woodbury, admitted during the course of 
the hearing that he had failed to connect 
Mrs. Eddy with the newspaper § articles 
which figured in the counter-charge of con- 
tempt against Mrs. Eddy. 

These issues were the outcome of an orig- 
mal suit for $150,000 damages for alleged 
libel brought by Mrs. Woodbury against 
Mrs. Eddy, the alleged libel consisting of 
statements made in the annual message of 
Mrs. Eddy to her church. 

The defense of Mrs. Woodbury to the con- 
tempt charges can be summed up in her 
statement to Judge Braley. | 


Defense of Mrs. Woodbury. 

“Your Honor,” she said, ‘‘a woman could 
scarcely have contempt in her heart for the 
legal arm of Massachusetts, to which she 
had fled for protection and vindication. 
With no contempt in my heart, there could 
have been none in my action. |

Tyne alleged libelous statements which 
formed a basis for the original suit consisted 
in part of qudétations from the eighteenth 
chapter of the book of Revelation.

There was a written agreement concern- 
ing the use to which the city should put the 
harbor, in the form of a letter written by 
President Fish to Mayor Swift.

Harvey, insists that the finances of the com- 
pany must be readjusted in such a way as to 
enable him to give his undivided attention 
to the business and editorial’ work, and we 
ourselves feel that in the present situation 
we have not the moral right to ind ur farther 
obligations, which we might not beable to 
meet. We consider it our duty, therefore, 
in justice to both yourself and ourselves, to 
decline to avail ourselves of your generous 
offer to increase the amount of your loan, and 
to seek your codperation in another way, 
better adapted, in our judgment, to conserve 
the interests of all our creditors. 


Desire to Protect Creditors.

A. K Jones’ Trial Is Postponed

One year’s suspension was the punishment 
yesterday given John Barrett of the firm of 
Barrett, Farnum & Co., by the directors of 
the Board of Trade, after a trial on charges 
of “uncommercial conduct” preferred 
against him by a epecial committee, of which 
T. M. Baxter was chairman. This commit- 
tee was appointed two weeks after the fail- 
ure of Barrett, Farnum & Co., which oo- 
curred on Sept. 21, and at once made a thor- 
ough investigation as to the condition of the 
firm at the time of the fahure. 

It found that John Barrett, without the 
knowledge of other members of the firm, had 
speculated in nearly 10,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, to take care of which the firm 
had a capital of only about $30,000. This 
fact was brought out after Mr. Baxter's 
committee had worked a week. The case 
Was plainly one of “ overtrading,” but there 
was nothing in the rules specifically cover- 
ing the case; hence the somewhat vague and 
elastic charge of “ uncommercial conduct.” 
The case first came before the directors on 
Nov. 14, but was postponed. No other mem- 
bers of the firm were in any way invobved by

orate argument tending to show that Ar. 
Barrett had been gullty of no dishonest act

Annual Report of Commissioner Wilson 
—Illincis Leads All the States in 
Payment of War Taxes. 


Washington, C.; Nov. 28.—Commission- 
er George W. Wilson of the Internal Rev- 
enue bureau, in his report to the Secretary 
of the Treasury of the operations of. his 
office for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1809, 
shows that the receipts from all sources 
aggregated $273,484,573, an increase over 
the preceding year of $102,617,000, and an 
increase of $3,484,578 over the estimate of 
the commissioner made one year ago.

TANNER TO DECIDE AFTER CONFER. 
ENCE AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Drainage Trustees Start to Combat 
any Argument of Special or Old 
Ditch Commissions—Hope for Open- 
ing by Christmas—Aldermanic Com- 
mittee te Urge That City Bid. for 
Water Power—Figure Out a Great 
Saving—Trial at Lewistown. 


Governor Tanner will sit in judgment at 
Springfield today on the plans of the Drain- 
age board which provide for the opening of 
the canal not later than Dec. 25. The Drain- 
age board will be represented at the confer- 
ence by eight members of the board. In 


this conference there will be also the mem- 


bers of the Illinois and Michigan Canal com- 
mission and the special commission appoint- 
ed by the Governor to inspect and report on 
the canal. Each of these bodies will p. 
sent its views and the Governor will rend 
his decision. 

The members of the Drainage board left 
for Sprinefleld l. last evening, except President 
Boldenweck, who was detained in Chicago by 
iliriess. The conference was arranged at an 
interview between Trustees Eckhart and 
Carter and Governor Tanner at the Great 
Northern Hotel on last Saturday evening. 
The trustees declare that if the Governor is 
friendly they may return with a permit to 
turn water into the big ditch next month. It 
is believed that the Governor will demand 
that the sanitary district maintain the Sum- 
mit level in the old canal after the drainage 
channel is opened. The trustees are divided 
on the question. A majority thinks the mat- 
ter should be decided by the courts, as an 


expenditure of $1,500,000 is involved. 
“We do not know just what the outcome 


of the meeting will be.“ said Frank Wenter, 
“but we hope it will be favorable. We go 
prepared to submit powerful arguments in 
favor of waiving all ft techni ities so that 
water may be turned into the big ditch with- 
in a few weeks. We think the Governor’s 
attitude is friendly and that our mission will 
be successful.” 


Schoch Defends the Report. 

Commissioner Schoch of Ottawa replied 
during the day to the criticism of the 
trustees of the commission's preliminary 
report. I regard our report as extremely 
favorable,“ he said. “ We fully appreciate 
the importance of opening the canal at the 
earliest possible moment and have given the 
Sanitary District the benefit of every doubt. 

“We insist that the by-passes and bridge 
abutments are part of the canal, because 
they are important factors fn determining 
the capacity of the channel to provide the 
flow of water required. We claim jurisdic- 
tion over the Joliet section because it is an 
important part of the channel. It is just as 
much a part as is the Chicago River.” 


Boldenweck Is Hopeful. 


President Boldenweck said he had no 
doubt that the Governor would be friendly 
to the Sanitary board. He said also there 
would be no difficulty presented by the spe- 
cial commission to the opening of the canal 
before Dec. 25. 

“Tt is the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
commission that we may have most difficulty 
with,” he sald. The question of the Bridge- 
port pumping station may be insisted on to 
our inconvenience. So far as the special 
commission is concerned we have nothing to 
fear. I believe the whole matter will be 
settled to our satisfaction tomorrow.” 


Want City to Bid for Power. 


A recommendation will be made to the 
Council at the next meeting that the city 
enter the competition to secure the power 
22 may be developed from the canal.

It is estimated that 20,000 horse power 
can be developed, while about 20 per cent 
will be lost in trasmission.

As the present 
cost a horse power is $20 a year for ten 
hours a day, it would be possible to operate 
the various plants twenty-four hours for 
half the cost.

New York City is. waking up to the fact 
that it is losing the export grain trade. 
A State commission has been sent here 
t find out what the trouble is. Chicago, 
with elevators having a capacity of about 


eighty-six millions, being the great grain | 


collecting point, the New-Yorkers take it 
for granted that Chicagoans m know 
why less grain goes to New York than 
formerly, They do know and they have 
given the reason often, The New-Yorkers 
have not paid any attention to what has 


+ been said to them. They have been set 


in the belief that the advantages of their 


city were so great that formidable com- 


petition with it as a grain exporting point 
was out of the question. 

While these stolid Eastern gentlemen 
have been relying on the lakes and the 
Erie ‘Canal and the numerous trunk lines 
which reach New York harbor, the ship- 
ment of grain from the gulf ports, from 
Baltimore, Norfolk, and Newport News, 
and via Canadian rail and canal lines has 
reached its present imposing proportions. 
This diversion of grain from New York 
has involved to some extent a diversion 
of grain from this city. The men in the 
Chicago grain trade regret, therefore, on 
their own account, that almost inexplicable 
shortsightedness on the part of New York 
which has deprived it of the benefit of 
eee advantages. The Buffalo elevator

This is not all. New York adheres to an 
‘antiquated lighterage system. While other 
Atlantic ports have been building terminal 
elevators and reaching out for the West- 
ern grain trade, New York has allowed the 
floating elevators at New York City, the 
Erie Canal, and the Buffalo elevator pool 
to exact an excessive and burdensome toll, 
on every bushel of grain moving between 
Chicago and New Tork. Al this is out-

junction points by traffic associations, Chi- 
cago shippers bave memorialized these as- 
sociations and the grain trade of New York 
time and again without making any impres- 
sion. 

The decay in New York commerce is 
due merely to a failure to recognize the 
tendency of the day to lower transportation 
and handling charges and act accordingly. 
As one prominent exporter expressed it: 
“Your Hudson River scenery is fine. 


We like to go down and view it, but 


we cannot afford to buy it in the grain 
business.” If these pilgrims from the Hast 
do What Chicagoans bid them they will 
get back some of the grain trade they have 
lost. If they do not they will lose more. 
Trade's proud empire hastes to swift 
decay when no effort is made to retain it.

The charge is made now 
that an attempt was made to pass the reso- 
lution by corrupt means, Indictments have 
been found against the Speaker of the 
House, the Commissioner of the State Land 
office—who is one of the members of the- 
State Board of Auditors, which would have 
determined, had the regolation been adopt- 
ed, to which publishing house the contract 
to supply books should be awarded—and 
the ex-agent of a publishing company which, 
it is alleged, was to have been the benefici- 
ary of the conspiracy. The indictments are 
based on the testimony of that ex-agent, 
which, it is rumored, is supported to some 
extent by documentary evidence. | 
Naturally these indictments have caused 
@ great stir in Michigan. Occasionally 
members of a Legislature are indicted, 
though they are seldom if ever convicted. 
That a State officer and the presiding o- 
cer of one of the branches of the Legisia- 
ture should be charged with a criminal! of- 
fense by a grand jury is unprecedented, 
Thus Michigan has an unusual scandal, and 
ig by no means proud of it.

ANOTHER OF THE OLD GUARD coms. 

There died in Leicester, Mass., the other 
day the Rev. Samuel May, one of the most 
prominent of the old-time A bolitionists, who 
in his time was a pioneer in the war against 
human slavery. The May family took a 
leading position in this great crusade. His 
father, Samuel May, a Boston merchant; 
his mother, Mary Goddard May; his sister, 
Abby W. May, and his cousin, the Rev. 
Samuel J. May of Syracuse, N. Y., were 
open and avowed Abolitionists when that 
name exposed its bearer to reproach and 
ostracism by church, business, and society. 
The last named, who was a member of the 
first New England anti-slavery society, was 
mobbed and burned in effigy in Syracuse 
for advocating immediate emancipation, and 
in 1835 was general agent of the Massa- 
chusetts Anti-Slavery society, 

The Rev. Samuel May was born in Bos- 
ton in 1810, was graduated at Harvard in 
the famous class of 1829, which included 
among its members Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
James Freeman Clark, William Henry 
Channing, Benjamin R. Curtis, Samuel F. 
Smith, and Chief Justice George T. Bige- 
low, and in 1833 was settled in Leicester 
over a Unitarian congregation. He entered 


into the abolition moyement with such zeal {| 


that he soon becamé persona non grata to 
the Unitarians, and in 1846 he resigned his 
position and abandoned pulpit work te 
work for the freedom of the slave. Fora 
time he was associated with William Lloyd 
Garrison in the editorship of the Liberator, 
was also the leading spirit in the Worcester 
County Anti-Slavery society, and at last 
was appointed to the office of General Secre- 
tary of the Massachusetts Anti-Slavery so- 

Mr. May in this position provided speak - 
ers for the different conventions, lectured 
all over New England, arranged for the 
anniversary meetings, organized the anti- 
slavery fairs, and kept up correspandence 
with the English reformers who were in 
sympathy with the abolition movement. 
When the war broke out he took his place 
with those who were most active in its sup- 
port, and, although he had not voted for 
twenty-five years, voted for Lincoln in 
1864, and remained a Republican to the 
time of his death, faltering but once in his 
allegiance, when, in 1884, he refused to vote 
for Blaine. Apart from the great work he 
performed for the abolition cause he was 
prominently connected with all philanthrop- 
ic movements, and with all reforms, social, 
religious and charitable. He was a power 
for good, and in all his work was ably sec- 
onded by his wife, whose-perfect sympathy 
and wise cobperation he always enjoyed. 
Few men did more than he in furthering 
the abolition cause by his executive ability. 
He was one of the old guard which fought 


of whom now remain. He was fortunate 
in having lived long enough to witness the 
success of the long battle. 


“IN RESTRAINT OF TRADE.” 

One of the rules of the Masons and 
Builders’ association of this city provides 
that its members shall buy all the stone 
they use for rubble and footing stone in 
Chicago and Evanston from members of 
the Chicago Stone Dealers’ association.

A trust, as defined by the Illinois stat - 
utes, is a combination of corporations, per- 
sons, firms, or associations “to carry out 
or create restrictions in trade or to pre- 
vent competition in sale or purchase of 
merchandise, produce, or commodities.” 
The agreement which has been entered into 
between the two associations is in restraint 
of trade. Its object is to prevent compe 
tition, No matter how much lower may 
be the price at which the independent 
stone company offers its goods than the 
price demanded by members of the asso- 
ciation, the men who pay for the erection 
of buildings in Chicago and Evanston can- 
not get the benefit of the lower price. The 
men who pay for the constraction of build- 
ings are the ones who suffer by the elimina- 
tion of competition, 

It may be that some of the members of 
these two associations complain occasional- 
ly of the arbitrary rules of labor unions. 
But those rules—like the one limiting the 
day’s work, for instance—while often un- 
fair, oppressive, and economically inde- 
fensible, have not yet been held illegal. 
Contracts in restraint of trade, like the one 
mentioned above, are illegal. The less the 
members of those two associations have to 
say about trades union rules the better. 
The law makes it the duty of the Attorney 
General, when he learns of any agree- 
ments whose object is to prevent compe- 


ties, to prosecute the offenders. Perhaps 
when he hears of this stone agreement he 
will put the machinery of the anti-trust law 
in motion.

If excavating is to be done 
and the successful bidder is told the material 
to be. removed is earth, while part of it is 
rock, and he contracts to do the work ata 
lower rate because he has been deceived, it 
is to be expected that he will demand and 
get extras when he discovers that he made 
his bid on faulty specifications. In the next 
place, if, after the contract has been let, 
city officials direct a contractor to change 
his plans in such 3 way as to entail increased 
expense on him, a demand for extras is to be 
expected. And, finally, assuming the data 
on which the contractor bids are accurate, 
the contract should be drafted by a com- 
petent lawyer. Such a contract will have no 
loopholes for contractors to take advantage 
of. If city officials will be as careful as the 
officials of private corporations and will em- 
ploy engineers and lawyers who understand 
their business there will be no difficulty in

WHY THE NAVAL BRIGADE SUFFERED 
AT GRAS PAN.—It is reported that the British 
Naval Brigade lost 105 men at the battle of Gras 
Pan, suffering much more severely than did an 
of the other troops under General Methuen. 
is explained by the fact that they were detailed 
to bring up the rear of the alvance, and were, 
therefore, exposed to the attack of a flanking 
column of Boers, reported as about 500 stron,.

NEW ENGLISH GUNS WHICH sHOOT 
TWENTY MILES.—Under orders of the English 
Admiralty there are now being built at Woolwich 
arsenal nineteen guns which have a maximum 
range of twenty miles. Each of these new weap- 
ons weighs fifty tons, and carries a shell weighing 
600 pounds. They require for each shot a charge 
of 207 pounds of cordite, and have a muzzle veloc- 
ity of 2,600 feet a second.

His father and mother were his only school 


teachers and after receiving an education 
from them he taught school for several 
years. He came to Chicago with a fruit 
trader, and after remaining a short time he 
went to Hadley, III., where he taught school. 
He returned to Chicago and obtained a posi- 
tion in the city schools. His spare time was 
devoted to reading law and later he entered 
the offices of Giles Spring & Grant Goodrich, 
where he studied. He was admitted to the 


bar in 1843. 


Mr. De Wolf was interested tn politics, in 


which he took an active part, and was elect- 
ed justice of the peace, an office in which he 
sesjmblished a record. He served from 1854 } 
to 1879, and in that time disposed of more 
than 90,000 cases. 


He was an Alderman from 1856 to 1858 and 


Was one of the committee to revise the city 
| ordinances. The system of government now 
existing is largely due to his influences. He 
| was again elected Alderman in 1866 and later 
served two terme on the Board of Super- 
visors of Cook County. 


Mr. De Wolf was an early Abolitionist. In 


1840 he was Secretary of the Chicago Anti- 
Slavery society and in 1860 he was indicted 
with others for assisting a young colored 
Woman in escaping to Canada. The case 
was dismissed by Lincoln's Attorney Gen- 


eral. 

Mr. De Wolf married Miss Frances Kim- 
ball in 1841. The widow and three children 
survive him. Wallace L. De Wolf of the real 
estate firm of W. L. De Wolf & Co. is a son. 
The daughters are Mrs. R. B. Bell, at whose 
residence he lived, and Mrs. M. G. Kellogg.

JAMES RUSSELL LOWELI’S IMPRES- 
mos OF SPAIN ISSUED. 


Description of Important Events in 
Spanish Life During His Stay at 
Madrid as American Minister— 
Frank D. Millet’s Book Describes 
General Merritt's Expedition to the 
Philippine Islands. 


NLY a Nmfted share of popular inter- 

est attaches to tke letters written 

by James Russell Lowell to the Sec- 

retary of State during his term as 

Minister to Spain, which Joseph B. 
Gilder has culled from the official archives 
and published under the title. Impressions 
of Spain (Houghton-Miffiin). The charm 
of Lowell s style is in them, but their in- 
trinsic historical value is slight, If Mr. 
Glider had not handled them skillfully and 
given them a remarkably fine setting, they 
would be disappointing. 

When Mr. Lowell went to Madrid under 
President Hayes’ appointment in 1877 he 
was welcomed by Mr. A. A. Adee, the Amer- 
jcan Charge @’Affaires, who is now Second 
Assistant Secretary of State, and whose 
luminous introduction to this Mttle volume 
doubles tts value. Lowell's letters on Span- 
ish politics are of slight interest to the gen- 
eral reader, but those relating to King Al- 
fonso’s marriage to his cousin Mercedes, the 
attempt to assassinate the young King, the. 
death of his girl wife, and his subsequent 
marriage to Maria Christina, form a pleas- 
ing idyl and make the little volume well 
wort 


h reading. 7 : 
Even in the letters on Spanish politics one 
comes upon flashes of Lowell’s genius, as in 
his description of how the politicians trans- 
fer thémselves in a moment from one leader 
to another, as a cloud of gnats shifts in- 
differently from the head of one passerby to 
He also touched a vital 
‘defect when he referred to Spain as a coun- 
try which has had too much glory and too 
eceping.”’ From the begin- 


in sympathy with the picturesge life of 
Spain, and his general tone is much more 
hopeful for Spain than subsequent events 
have justified, yet Lowell also plainly saw 
the causes that have brought further dis- 
aster. These are his words:

An extraordinary ceremony will take 
place at Rome on Christmas eve next, which 
is the official opening of the holy year. Itisa 
ceremony which was first instituted by Alex- 
ander VI., the Borgia Pope, in the year 1500, 
and is entitled The Holy Doors.“ The cer- 
emony on this occasion will be, as on all 
previous ones, prepared for by the walling 
up with bricks of one of the principal door- 
ways of St. Peter’s. as well as of the chief 
doorway of each of the three other basilicas 
or cathedrals in Rome. 

On Christmas eve the Pontiff, carried in 
his gestatorial chair, will proceed with his 
entire court, and, attended by all the prel- 
ates in Rome, from the Vatican to the 
basilica of St. Peter’s, will take up his 
station just outside the walled-up doorway, 
which I think is the ona known by the name 
of St. Anne’s gate. His Holiness will then 
dispatch three Cardinals, nominated for the 
duty at the consistory, which takes place 
today or tomorrow, to preside in the other 
three basilicas at the opening of the walled- 


up doors. 

After he has dispatched the Cardinals the 
Pope will take a silver mallet from the hand 
of the Cardinal who holds the office of 
Grand Penitentiary and will Knock three 
times against the walled-up door, repeating 
prayers, thb refrain and response to which 
are taken up by the attendant prelates and 
choir. After the Pope, the Grand Peniten- 
tiary knocks at the wall. Then the Pope 
takes his place on a throne prepared for him, 
and masons in attendance quickly open the 
door by removing the bricks, the Sixtine 
choir meanwhile chanting some of its un- 
rivaled anthems. As soon as the masons 
have completed the work the Cardinals wash 
the sides of the door with holy water, and 
then the Pope, with a cross in one hand and 
a lighted candle in the other, will sing the 
Te Deum, after which he will enter into the 
basilica through the now o doorwey, 
followed by all his court, to 
the high altar to hear vespers. 


— 

It must thoroughly be understood that 
there are two sets of doors at St. Peter's, 
the outer and the inner ones. It is one of the 
inner doors on this occasion which will be 
walled up, and in that part of the ceremony 
immediately preceding the unvailing the 
Pope and his court will be between the outer 
and inner doors—that is to say, in the por- 
tico. The most elaborate precautions have 
already been adopted to preserve the Pontiff 
from any draft, as he is more frail than 
ever—so frail, indeed, that his physician will 
no longer permit him to take his daily drive 
in the grounds of the Vatican lest the varia- 
tion of the temperature should affect him. 

The last Holy Door ceremony was held 
in Rome in the year 1825, the Napoleonic 
wars, in which all Furope was involved at 
the beginning of the century, having pre- 
vented it being celebrated any earlier. 


— 

With regard to the statement which has 
been published to the effect that Father 
Martin, the General of the Order of the 
Jesuits, has transferred his abode from 
Florence to Rome, there can de no truth in 
the statement. For the Italian law of 1872 
explicitly prohibits that the General of the 
Jesuits should make his headquarters at 
Rome. 

In that. year a series of laws were passed 
dealing with the various religious orders. 
These etatutes. while limiting the number 
of resident members of religious orders in 
the metropolitan province of Romo and in 
the Eternal City, authorized each of the 
orders to have its headquarters there. The 
law in question made one single exception. 
That exception was in the case of the Order 
of the Jesuits. It permitted the order to 
have its representatives and a branch estab- 
lishment at Rome, but not its headquarters, 
and it was explicitly stipulated in the law 
that the General of the order should make 
his permanent elsewhere than in 


Rome. 

The Italian government evidently consid- 
ered that it had quite enough with the White 
Pope in the Eternal City without having 
there the almost equally powerful Black 
Pope, which is the name given to the Gen- 
eral of the Jesuits on account of the fact 
that he is always garbed tn black, whereas 
ontiff wears nothing but white. 


It fs owing to this law that the General 
of the Jesuits makes his home at the superb 
villa Girolamo, near Florence, where he 
keeps up an enormous establishment of 
over fifty secretaries and ecclesiastical at- 
tendants of one kind and another, in one 
word a rexular court. The House of the 
Jesuits at Rome is the so-called College of 
St. Nicholas of Tolentino, and it is there that 
the General of the order stays whenever he
